Recovery Outcomes

• 1,583 received recovery housing through Oxford House

• 4,919 received employment support 

• Increase in employment from intake (18.4%) to 6-month follow-up (55.1%)

• 4,051 individuals on probation/parole linked to employment/job training

• 55% retained employment

• 9,619 served through a mobile recovery center across 167 locations

• 1,545 SMART recovery meetings held
